His letter to an Iowa £»ajier. 


C. wt Boo ten, of Hatnbuig, Iowa 


who was out here on a visit a few 
weeks ago, wrote back the following 
to,the Hamburg (Iowa) Times:. 


BENO, NEVADA, Aug., 23, 1883. 


EDITOR TIMES: — We arrived at thi 


place and found our old time frienc 
Jacob MoKissick awaiting oar arrivn 
in the beautiful City of the Sierras 


Beno is 263 miles northeast from 


San 
Francisco, 
situated 
in the 


Truokee meadows. It is the junctioi 
of the Virginia and Truokee railroad 
also on the main lite of the Centra 
Pacific. The meadows are about 1 
miles long and 8 milea wide and are 
under a high state of cultivation 
Reno has an altitude of 4507 feet and 
although a railroad town, only a few 
years old, is destined to be the Gapi 
tol of the State. It . was named in 
honor of the fallen hero of South 
Mountain. It baa a population of 
5000 and is the county seat of Was hoe 
county, with a Court House which 
cost $35,000. It is the golden gate 
to the West for all the State, and 
distributing point for a larger scope 
of trade than any place between 
Omaha and San Francisco 


Sierra Valley, the Honey Lake 


Region , Long Valley, Camp Bid well 
and Goose Lake region, Surprise 
Valley, Indian Valley, Winnemnooa 
Valley, the Pitt Hirer country, Fort 
Warner and southwestern Oregcm, 
all derive their supplies wholly or in 
part in wagons from this point. It 
is the healthiest place in the State 
and is settled with enterprising and 
wealthy people, 
Baing surrounded 


by an agricultural region makes this 
one of the most desirable places to be 
found West.

the State was consiiltirqd worthy of 
patronage that did not furnish daily 
reports of the San Francisco Stock 
Exchange, and no banking firm could 
do business thik, did not t'tuuisU its 
customers wicL half-hour reports of 
the transactions of the Stoolc Ex 
change.
